In  addition  to  tho  aforementioned  w,itor  supplies  the 
Oounnil  arc  responsible  for  a small  under tahine  for  supplying 
the  Village  of  Kinnerton, 

During  tho  year  40  samples  were  taken  from,  piped  and  nen- 
piped  supplies.  Of  these  samples  some  were  found  to  bo 
unsatisf u'^tory,  and  where  the  results  of  the  sampolGs  were  found 
to  be  below  the  required  standard  all  possible  stops  were  taken  ' 
to  improve  the  quality  of  the  supply. 

In  tho  parts  of  the  area  vkiero  thci‘c  is  a piped  vritcr  supply, 
only  a few  minor  ’■•omplaints  were  reacived  regarding  the 
insuff irion^'y  of  tho  supply. 

Mo  lead,  ''■opper  or  zinc  nontents  have  been  found  in  any  of 
tho  samples  taken. 

Eighty-fire  per  rent  of  the  oo<^upied  houses  in  the  area,  are 
pi'ovided  with  a piped  water  supply  direct  from  the  'Water  Company's 
mains,  in  addition  to  this  a small  peroentage  of  properrios  arc  , 
dependant  on  standpipes  r.cnncetcd  to  the  water  mains.  Some  of  the 
outlaying  parts  of  the  area  are  still  without  a piped  water  supply, 
but  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  the  existing  water  mains 
will  bo  extended  to  servo  the  v/liolc  area. 

A summ.ary  of  ,tlie  rcsu3:ts  of  the  br''-toriolcgi'^al  analyses  of 
water  arc  given. in  tabulated  form.

Sinee  the  publioation  in  1938  of  the  last  full  report  the  sahome 
for  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  at  Broughton  and  'Bretton  has  been 
eompleted^  and  whilst  full  advantage  p-ould  not  be  taken  during  the 
war  years  to  eonneet  all  the  property,  a considerable  number  have  been 
connected,  and  privy  middens  leave  been  replaced  by  v;ater  closets. 

It  v/ill  be  appreciated  that  the  Gouncil  were  una  ’le,  during  tT^ie 
period  of  the  war,  to  proceed  with  their  programm.e  of  sewering  anil 
sewage  disposal  in  those  parts  of  the  District  where  these . services  ■ 
have  not  yet  been  provided.  ' ' ' ^ 


The  Surveyor  to  ttie  Council  submitted  in  October,  1944>  ® 
comprehensive  report  dealing  with  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  of  the 
whole  area  wherein  recommendations  were  made  for  consideration  of  the 
Council.  Eased  on  these  recommendations  the  Council  will  proceed 
with  the  preparation  of  a number  of  schemes.
